The airship struck a line-squall, 
a variety of storms most feared bv 
airmen, shortly after live o'clock 
this morning while traveling at an 
altitude of 3,000 feet enroute from 
Lakehurst, New J* rsey, to the Mid­ 
dle West. 
There was no explosion. . , . After 
encountering the storm at the huh 
altitude the ship headed upward to 
an altitude of approximately 5,000 
feet when it suddenly came down 
again and broke alto three pieces 
One piece. 450 feet or more, fell 
in a field near Ava. , . . 
Most of the dead were found In 
the tangled wreckage of the control 
cabin where a full crew had been on 
duty attempting to ride out the 
storm which resulted in the com­ 
plete destruction of the giant of the 
air. . . The story of the disaster is 
one of heroism of the crew. . . . 
Colonel Hall said the accident was 
in no way attributable to any de­ 
fection in the ship. . . .

With the apple industry growing 
ever larger, and the needs for stor­ 
age becoming more and more evi­ 
dent. D. N and W. C. Mmmek, who 
were both buyers and growers, to­ 
gether with J. W Pricket? and Eli 
P. Garretson built 
tho first cold 
storage company in Biglerville, and 
were prime movers in the formation 
of the Adams County Fruit Packing 
and Distributing company at Bigler­ 
ville in 1916—to pack apples and 
peaches cooperatively in a central 
packing house, with machines doing 
the grading. 
Up to that time grading, on a 
limited scale, had been done in the 
orchard where the apples had been 
rolled over sloping tables directly 
into the barrels. Some of the defec­ 
tive and sm all size apples were re­ 
moved, but for the most part the 
apples could be considered ungraded. 
W hen W’orld War I wiped out the 
export market, the growers found 
them selves with a tremendous over­ 
production on hand

During the 20-year period from 
1900 to 1920. fruit planting spread 
and growers found them selves be­ 
coming prosperous. There was the 
great season of 1919 Those w ho sold 
their apples from the orchards had 
a fair year—but those who held on 
to their apples for later sales reaped 
the highest prices known to that 
time. By the spring of 1920 even
